There is some ground for Gov, Tillman’s 
boast that he Has a hard grip on the prin- 
ciples of Jeffersonian Democracy; but, un-

There is no place for 
petty tyranny in Jeffersonian Democracy. 
Whatever the law of South Carolina may 
be there is no justification in Jeffersonian 
principles for a censorship of the telegraph 
or for the control of municipal police from 
the Governor’s office. The denial of local 
self-government and of personal liberty is 
wholly inimical to Jeffersonian govern- 
ment. 

The trouble with Tillman and his party 
is that they do not clearly distinguish be- 
tween good and bad principles. They 
have a jumble of both kinds. Their 
political protestantism is not grounded 
on sound fundamental law and 
hence they often seek undemocratic 
endg#fid are guilty of bad practices. What 
they need more than anything else isa 
schooling in Jeffersonian principles and 
their application to the practical opera- 
tions of government. Until they get this 
they cannot hope to gather the mass of the 
people under their standard. Their leader- 
ship is unsafe. . N

fore it ought to be withdrawn.

Who Robbeda Number of Men Who 
Spent the Night Around the Fire—Re- 
turned This Morning and Oosned Fire 
on Murray When Reference Was Made 
to the Robbery. . 


James F. Murray, a white man, living at 
2009 Elliot ave., was this morning shot and 
fatally wounded by an unknown negro at 
the foot of Arsenal street. 
ing the negro escaped and Murray was taken 
to be Hospital, where his condition was 
pronounced critical. x 

All the men connected with the affair seem 
to be toughs and bums who have no regular 
place of abode, work only when they have to 
and sleep in freigut cars or police stations. 
The negro is believed to be a desperate char- 
acter, who aimed to imitate the deeds of the 
Daltons and simiiar gangs, whose pride is to 
shoot at the drop of the hat. He shot at 
a Gare, and, like all such cowards, shot his 
victim in the beck. 2 
} It was an occurrence at the same place last 
evening which led to the shooting this morn- 
ing. Every night a number of men are in the 
habit of building camp fires at the foot 
street, around which they 
sit and can beer as long as their 
money lasts. They area lawless class, and 
Aghts are of frequent occurrence amongst 
them. Negroes and whites mix promis- 
ciously, and when they cannot steal or beg 
anything they reluctantly go to workon one 
of the Government boats rip rapping or re- 
pairing the bed of de river. 


THK ROBBERY.

AMOUNTS THE AWARDS MADE.

These were three cases against the United 
States, one of which was the claim of the 
South American Steamship Co. for $250,000, 
for the seizure of the famous transport, 
Itata, which was captured Dy an American 
cruiser, after having attempted to carry off a 
cargo of armsto therevolutionists during 
the Balinacedan rebellion. The other claims 
were those of the late Ricardo L. Trumbull; 
one for $6.000 for fee as an attorney in the 
Hansey extradition case; and the other for 
personal damages, amounting to $32,000, al- 
legedto have been incurred in connection 
with the seizure of the Itata. These claims 
were all dismissed by the commission. 

Three cases involving claims against Chili 
were argued and submitted to the commis- 
sion during the last week oF its existence, 
but the commissioners declined to render a 
decision, alleging that the time was too 
shortin which to examine the voluminous 
reports. . 

Tbe thirteen remaining cases are claims 
growing out of the recent Chilian revolution, 
and the war with Peru in 181. They are un- 
important, with the exception of that of the 
North and South American Construction Co., 
which filed a claim against Chili for $6,500,000 
for breach of contracts let the company by 
the Government of Chili for the construction 
of 650 miles of railway. 

It is probable that the Itata case would 
have been decided against the United States 
for the entire amount claimed had the tenure 
of the commission been longer, The de- 
murrers of the agent of the United States 
had all been overruled by the commission 
and the defendant directed to answer on the 
merits. Had this claim of $250,000 been al- 
lowed, the balance against the Cat 3d States 
would bave been a little more than $10,000, 
though the claims presented to the commis- 
sion by American citizens exceeded in their 
Aggregate those of Chiilan citizens more 
than tenfold, 

There has been some talk in diplomatic 
circies «f the right of the United States to 
urge against Chili the claims not adjudicated 
for lack of time, but the terms ofthe treaty 
are so definite on this point that State De- 
partment officials do not believe they can be 
revivedinthefuture. For this reason, the 
moderate awards against Chili constitute a 
substantial victory for that government in 
the series of controversies which resulted in 
the appointment of the commission.

72 LODGE ON {THE TARIFF. 


Future of the Race and the Saen of 
Civilization Involved. 

Waemxreron, D. C., April 10.—Senator 

Lodge of Massachugetts to-day addressed the 


Senate in opposition to the pending tariff 
bill, and in the course of his remarks said: 


It is always well to look at things as they 


are, even if the thing be free trade, to which 
some persons in beautiful language have 
consecrated’ themselves. It is best, if we 
would treat it intelligently, to know that dy 
itself and of itself the tariff is a business 
question, and that protection and free trade 
only take on a different and far deeper mean- 
ing when they are considered as parts of a 
question between far reaching principles, 
which I believe involves the future of our 
race and the existence and the progress of 
the highest civilization. It is in the latter 
end far graver as ,asl have already said, 
=A I itheans first to treat the 

merican — does not 
whose . 5 itis quite certain that he will 
not employ iabor, and there the work- 
ingmen will not make money either. Our 
manufacturers believe that under free trade 
they must either go out of business or reduce 
labor costs. They naturally do not care to 
do the tormer, forthatis ruin; ana they are 
very unwilling to try the latter, because re- 
Gucing labor costs means lowering wages, 
which means, in turn, vast industrial dis- 
torbances, and that is ruin, too, or some- 
thing near it. How widely different is our 
situation to-day from that of England fifty 
years ago, so far as the manufacturers are 
concerned! Most striking of all these differ- 
ences moreover, is the fact that, while the 
English Parliament listened to English man- 
ufacturers, a majority of the American Con- 
gress not only turns a deaf ear to American 
manufacturers, but treats them as if they 
were enemies of their country. 


EFFECTS ON AGRICULTURE. 
Turning from industry to agriculture, Mr. 
Lodge inguired: ‘‘Has English agriculture 
been benefited by free trade, as Cobden and 
others of his school predicted? It is a matter 


of pups notoriety that the record of agri- 
ure in England of late years is little but a 
record of disaster. There was nothing left 
them of the boasted superiority of free trade 
over protection, but the promise to increase 
trade, and to refute this claim he gave the 
reentage of increase by decades of 
ngiand and the United States, which showed 
that in the decade 1870-1880 the trade of the 
United States under protection had increased 
nearly four times as much as that of 
England, while from 1880 to 1890 it was more 
than seven times greater. 

Such in outline, the speaker said; had been 
the history and results of free trade in the 
only country which had — it. 

He touched lightly u question of 
reciprocity and showed. with perspicnaity 
the advantages which had flowed from it 
22 the growth of trade which followed the 

2 of reciprocity treaties. The 
wealth of a country,“ he said, is in pro- 
duction and the strength of a country sin 
its. producers. It is worse than idle to talk 
about consumers as if they were a vast pro- 
* of the population who ought alone to 

considered. Ihe mere consumers consti- 
tute not only an insignificant but 
a wholly unimportant fraction of 
the community. Our frst object 
should be to hold our own market, 
because itis the largestand best, and that 
be done and our own market securely 
guarded, our next object should be to in- 
crease our outside markets by any possibie 
device. By means of invention and pro- 
tection we have been enabled thus far to 
maintain higher rates of wages in the United 
States, while lowering the price of the 
necessaries and comforts of life and raising 
the standard of living. If we abandon pro- 
tection we shall probably in many directions 
increase prices by withdrawing American 
competition from the competition of the 
world, and thereby raises the world’s 
rice. In any event we shall lower wages. 
rotection does not make high wages, but it 
Belps to prevent their reduction.’ 
HIGH WAGES ESSENTIAL. 

In conclusion Mr. Lodge said: ‘*To main- 
tain high rates of wages and to give, if posst - 
ble, the fullest scope for their increase, I be- 
lieve to be essential, because I delieve good 
wages absolutely vital to the stability of our 
institutiong and of our society. Protection 
in its widest aspect is something far more 
than a mere question of schedules or of na- 
tional book-keeping. It is an effort to defend 
oy legislation our standards of living, just as 
the exglusion of the Chinese and of contract 
labor was, The reductions of wages thus far 
made are trifling to what will come ifthis bill 
becomes a law and men seek to * them- 
selves to the pew conditions. A lowering of 
wages is not to be contemplated without the 
deepest alarm. The country isagitated and 
frightened as at no previous time. 

There is darkness before and danger’s 
voice behind, While we debate rates of 
duties the threat of thig Dill is really break- 
ing down an important part of a broad gen- 
eral policy on which we must rely unless we 
are prepared to meet the shock of changes 
which it would be dificult to portray. I 
have no fear of the ultimate result. I de- 
òneve that the mighty forces which have 
brought the great races of men to their pres. 

ent position will not cease to operate. I feel 
sure that in the end we shall not cast aside 
the policies which are to protect us from the 
lowering and deadly competition of races
